LAST NIGHT'S DESPATCHES. 

Eastern States. 

New Yobk. Oct 29— The grant for the 
colonization of vacant lands of Lower Cali- 
fornia to an American company has boon 
confirmed by the Juarez government, and 
parties have received an order of possession 
through the Mexican Minister. 



Commercial Kei'oriu. 

A radical chango in the system oi 
transacting business in this Colony ha^ 
recontly bom inaugurated, and most 
of tho goous now sout up-country are 
disposed of for cash. Indiscriminate 
credit is at an end, and fow if any 
porsons now buy gooda without the 
cash or tho equivalent in their hands 
The system introduced in 18(32, and 
continued to a groator or loss dogroo 
until a month or two ago, has royultod 
disastrously for tho country; to its 
introduction may bo attributodontiroly 
tho numerous failuros during tho past 
summer. The facility with which dis- 
counts woro until lately obtained, 
ongondorod a spirit for recklosa over- 
trading, and inducod merchants to soli 
largo invoices to mon uttorly un- 
worthy of orodit, who looked up on 
tho trust imposed in them in tbo light 
of a windfall, which they wore to dis- 
pose of to tho host advantage for cash, 
and mako thoir way out of the 
country with tho proceeds. Nothing 
was easier than for a man, devoid of 
either money or character, to buy a 
largo bill of goods on credit in Vic- 
toria, tako thorn to Now Westminster, 
whoro ho would hypothecate a por> 
tion to procure tho amount necossary 
to pay duties on tho romaindet, re- 
ceive credit from tbo teamstor on the 
load, and when tho load reached 
Cariboo soil it off at a ruinous 
sacrifico, while tho Victoria mer- 
chant never Haw tho "color " in return 
for tho confidonco ho had roposod in 
tho trader. Anothor class ot tradors, 
who bought largely with tho best in- 
tentions, credited freely when thoy 
reached the mines, and whon tho notes 
tboy had givon at Victoria carco due, 
a renewal was obtained by tho pay- 
ment of tho intorest and a small por- 
tion of tho principal ; a fresh invoice 
of goods was obtaiticd, and again 
credited out at tho minos; tho uotes 
were again and a^ain renovvod, the 
amount ot indebtedness increasing 
each tirao, until at last tho load bo 
camo so great that they Raw no hopo ot 
discharging it, and tbo Victoria mor- 
chaot was compollod to ussumo the 
liability ot tho piotostod notes. Such 
a pernicious ay-tom could not go on 
without a crash occurring somo day, 
and wo are naturally in tho midst ol 
a financial crisis such as tho Colony 
has never before experienced, and 
which it is not likely to again under- 
go, it but ordinary precautious arc 
observed in tho transaction of future 
business. 

In 1800 and 1SG1, such a thing as a 
failure was scarcely known in either 
Colony ; goods wero bought and sold 
generally for cash or on short time, 
and if tho businoss transacted was 
Small, it was at loast safo and profita- 
ble. To tho principles which then 
oharacterizod business mon in thoir 
transactions, the country is endeav- 
oring to roturn, and a favorable chango 
is already noticeable. Tho orders now 
received from tho mines are light, but 
they aro accompanied by tho cash. In- 
stead of a trader ordering SoOOO or 
810,000 worth of goods, and getting 
them on credit, ho nowordors -S500 or 
S1000 worth, and pays for thorn. The 
trader is thus compelled to buy within 
his means, and tho Victoria merchant is 
sure of getting paid for what ho sells. 
It is melancholy to record tho numor- 
ru» failuros that havo occurred here 
lately ; to boo honest and entorprising 
men dragged down by tho dishonesty, 
tho rocklessnoss, or tho simplicity ol 
those in whom thoy havo reposed con- 
fidence; and it is heartbreaking to 
witness happy homos broken up and 
families scatterod by these revorsos of 
fortune. But it is bettor that the 
crash should como now, whoa a few 
can escape from the wreck wilb. whole 
bonoa, than to go on for a few years 
longor and then ond in general and 
indiscriminate ruin. While wo deeply 
deplore the rosults of this ovor-trad 
ing, wo rojoieo that the unlimited 
orodit system has boon abolished, and 
that trade will bo re-established on the 
healthy basis from which it was un- 
fortunately removed livo years ago. 
Tho worst sooma nearly over ; and 
when spring opens, wo hopo to 
soo businoss rovivo, and renewed con- 
fidonco tako the place of tho present 
despondency.

The Past mid the Present, 

Messrs Editors, — It is tho duty of evory 
man in tho present doplorablo state of our 
commercial ond social afkirs, to endeavor to 
iruco tho causes that have operated towards 
this result, and to direct public attention, not 
only to these causes, but to the remedy 
should ho coocoive any to exist, by which 
these evils may bo removed. In this con 
viction, I pen tho lollowing remarks, which I 
may follow up from time to time with olhors, 
bearing on this subject : 

No wiso and efficient measures have yot 
tieen adopted lor ihe permanent settlement of 
this colony. This is a matter of primary irn 
poriaoce, nevertheless it is one which, to a 
great extent, bus boon lost sight of. The 
ravenous app-Uita for gold, and bo9to to be 
rich, has shut out of view Ihe more humble, 
but fur more certain, although slower process 
of Colonial prosperity and comfort ; — I mean 
ihe setilement and cultivation ol the noil 
and development of other sources of Colonial 
wealth. 

Had the wisdom of our rulers pointed 
ihe attontion and energies of the people in 
this direction, giving all i ossible facility for 
occupation and sottleraont, the foundation of 
'>ur luiure prosperity would have been laid, 
and lo-day, to some considerable extent, ad- 
vanced. Instead of this, our part co inner 
ciul prosperity (if that can be called prosper- 
ity, which, os regards the great body of our 
traders has finally resulted in embarrassmen 
bankruptcy and ruin), has been built upon 
expectations and hopes, fostered by a spirit of 
speculation, which now threa ens to over 
whelm our Colonial interests in irretrievublo 
ruin. 

Gold ! gold ! gold ! give us gold ! has been 
the cry throughoui the length and breadth of 
■ he two Colonies, and founded, in not a few 
instances, on mere rumours towns havo been 
built. Shops and warehouses have been 
stored with goods, exported from Bogland 
America and other lauds, in superabouodiof 
quantities, to be barloioil for gold, which tint 
never yet been produced in quantities sufli- 
eient to pay the expense, of working. Those 
who have come lo those Colonies, influenced 
by these reports, have, in most cases, been 
miserubly disappointed ; and after expend- 
ing their all, have been compelled to enter 
upon a couise of credit, in iho hope, that por- 
-everunce would ultimately crown their 
patient I'fiorts with success. Con*equenlly, a 
system of credit has been inaugurated, and 
extended, in our corn nercial relatione with 
these gold mining districts, the ruinous re- 
sults of which, we are now beginning lo 
realize in their lull force. 

The land grabbing and real ostato mania, 
has had its origin in the same unnatural and 
corrupt source — nn inordinate ihirat for gold 
and haste lo be rich. The grabbing of land, 
and the best portions ol land, for tho pur- 
poses of speculation, and the holding of 
these lauds in the anticipation of being able 
to soil at enormous advances instead of en- 
riching hus impoverished the owners thereof, 
and has sadly retarded the prosperity of the 
Colonies. Of what value to-day, iu the pre- 
sent retrograde stale of matters, without either 
people or money, ore their lands ; in many in- 
stances, il nut in most, not worth the luxes 
levari upon them. And yel, it is certain 
that under another and moro nalurul order of 
ihinga, these lands, now locked up und still 
lying waslo, might ere now, have proved a 
source of wealth and strength lo our Colo- 
nists. Politicians may cry out about expen- 
sive Government, tho oviia of our Free Port 
system, disunion of tho Colonies, heavy 
taxes, &o., us being the causes to which the 
present commercial an J sooial distress is lo 
bo attributed. Yet no cause, sir, I believe, 
has militated so much to evolve the pro- 
son! disastrous Blute of mailers, as the un- 
warrantable confidence and expectations 
placed by the people at large, on Ihe produce 
of mining localities removed from us some 
hundreds of miles, and this, to the neglect of 
the natural sources of wealth lying at our 
doors — humble and common place it may 
be — but sure in thoir nsulls,and without doe 
attontion to which, the prosperity of nn peo- 
ple has ever been established upon u perma- 
nent basis. If we would recover ourselves 
and do something to place our Colonial in- 
torosts upon u stable busis, let ouc atten- 
tion and iho altoniion ol our future rulers, be 
directed to our home resources unl lo the 
occupation und ollicieiit cultivation of the 
soil,

British Columbia Tariff, 

Whereas it is expedient in Bomo resprcts 
to aller tho duties of customs ns now by law 
established in British Columbia, and to make 
further provision for tbo lovying theroof ; 

Be it enuctod by tho Governor of British 
Columbia, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Legislative Council thereof, os 
follows : 

I. From and after tho passing . of this 
Ordiunnce, Ihe duties of customs hitherto 
chargeable on goods, animals, and articles 
imported into and landed in British Colum- 
bia, shall bo and are hereby repealed. 

II. In lieu thereof, from and after the pass- 
ing of this Ordinance, there shall be levied 
assessed, collected, und paid to the USO Ol 
Her Majesty, Her heirs and successors : 

(!, Upon all goods, wares, merchandise, 
animals, and Ihings imported into and 
landed iu British Columbia, und more 
particularly menlioned in Schedulo A. 
hereto and according lo the value there 
of, the several ad valorem duties in such j 
Schedule set opposite tho respective | 
articles theroin named. 

b. And (in addition to tho ad valorem 
duties leviable on cortain of tho Baiue 
articles) upon all goods, wares, merchan- 
dise, animals, and things imported into 
and landed in British Columbia, the 
several specilio duties of customs more 
particularly mentioned in Schedulo B, 
hereto, aud set opposilo the respective 
articles therein named. 

c. And so long as the Proclamation made 
and passed on tho JOth day of December, 
A. U-, 1869, is in force, and tho dues 
thereby leviable shall be levied upon 
wares, goods, and merchandise transport- 
ed from New Weslminster to any place 
iu British Columbia, thero shall bo so 
levied, collected, and paid as aforesaid 
upon very Ion of wares, goods, and 
merchandise inported into the Colony 
by way ot the Southern Boundary, the 
sum ol twelvo shillings, and soon lor a 
greater or less quantity ; nnd on cattle, 
horses, mules, and asses ho imported by 
way of the Southern Boundary, tho sum 
of two shillings and one peony per head 
boyoud the specilio duties charged on 
animals in Scbebule B. boreio. 

d. The articles mentioned in Schedule C. 
hereto shull bo admitted into British 
Columbia Ireo of duly. 

III. With the bill of entry of any goods, 
there shall bo produced to tho collector ol 
customs un invoice of the goods, and tho bill 
ol entry shall also contain a statement of the 
value lor duly of the ^oods therein mentioned, 
and aball be signed t>j iho purson making 
tho entry, and verified if required by his 
deputation to the truth thereol, and no entr> 
shull be deemed perlecl unless a sufficient 
invoice of tho goods lo be entered has been 
produced to tho col lector, 

IV. If any person passes or attempts to 
pass throngti the •custom- house any lalso or 

raudulent invoice, or makes out or pusses, 
or attempts io puob a bill ol entry of auy goods 
al a value below the fair market value ol 
such goods in tho country Irom which 
sucn goods wero lust directly shipped or 
exported, or in any wuy, by undervaluation 
or otherwise, attempts to delraud tho revenue 
ot any part of the duty on any goods or 
ihings liable thereto, every such person shull 
on conviction (in addition to any other pen- 
alty or lorfeiiure to which he may be subject 
lor sue h offence) be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding £Luu, and tho goods so undervalu- 
ed shall be and bo luken aud deuuied lo he 
turfeited. 

V. And inasmuch as it is expediont to 
make such provisions for the valuation of 
goods tubjeel lo ari valorem duties as may 
protect ihe revenue aud the lair trader against 
Luud by Ihe uudervaluulion ol any such 
goods, therefore lha Governor may from time 
lo lime, and when he deems il expedient, 
appoint lit and proper persons to bu uppruieors 
ul goods at the port of oatry ; every such 
appraiser shall beloro acting as such tako aud 
subscribe the lollowing oath ol office belore 
some justice of ihe peuue fur this Colony, aud 
deliver the same lo the collector, Every such 
appraisement shall bo final, 

I, A. B., having becu appointed an apprais- 
er of goods, wares, uud merchandise, uud to 
aot as much at the port of (or us tho case 
may ho), do solomuly swear (or affirm) that 
I will faithfully perform the dunes ot ihesuid 
ollice, without partiality, tear, lavour, or 
afieolion, and that I will appraise the value 
ol all goods subinilled lo my appraisement 
according lo Ihe true iriient uud meaning of 
the laws imposing duties of customs in Ibis 
Colony ; und thut I will use my best en- 
deavours to prevent all Iruud, subierlugo, or 
evasion of the said laws, und rnurc especially 
io detect, expose, und Iruslraie all attempts 
to undervalue aoy goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise on which any duty is churguublo. So 
help me Uod.

VI. II no appraiser is appointed to any 
port of entry, the collector ttiere shall act as 
appraiser, but without taking any special 
oath of office as soch ; and Ihe Governor may 
at any time direct auy appraiser to attend at 
any port or place, for ihe purpose of valuing 
any goods, or ol acting as appraiser there 
during any lime, which such appraiser shull 
accordingly do without taking any new oath 
of office, and evory appraiser stiall bo deemed 
an officer of tho customs. 

VII In all cases where any duty on uny 
goods or things imported into tins Colony 
according to the value of such goods, SUCH 
value shall bo understood to bo tho lair mar- 
ket value thereol in the principal markets of 
of the country whence the same was lasl 
shipped or exported direct to this Colony, 
and the eolleetor und appraiser shall, by all 
reasonable ways and means in their power, 
ascertain the fair value of such goods as 
uforesaid, and estimate the value lor duly ac- 
cordingly. 

VIII. Tho duties hereby imposed shall bo 
deemed to ho customs duties, in all respec « 
subject to the Uu-toms Consolidation Aot, 
1 85,'i, tho Supplement Customs Consolidation 
Act, 1855, ami this Ordinance; and shall be 
under tho care and management of the col 
lector of customs tor tho time being of the 
Colony, who by himself and his officers ahull 
have ail the powers aud authorities lor the 
collection, recovery and management thereof 
as ore under or by virlue of the faid Customs 
Consolidation Acts, or either of them, or 
this or any other Act, Ordinance, or Procla- 
mation, vested in the suid collector for tho 
collection, recovery and management of duties 
of customs, and all oilier powers and au- 
thorities requisite lor lovying tho said duties. 

IX. Every evasion, or attempt at evasion 
of, or offence committed by any person or 
persons to defeat the paymenl of any of tho 
duties hereby made payable on any goods or 
things imported into Hr i 1 is It Columbia (which 
shall include iis dependencies) will, in addi- 
tion to the penalties by this dmanoe im- 
posed, be prosecuted mid punished in iho 
manner proscribed by the said Customs Con- 
solidation Acts.

Tho Mayor called attention to the necess 
sity of preliminaries being arranged for the 
forthcoming Municipal E.ectiou, as seven 
daya' notice waa requisite.

operate most justly on all parlies. 

Mr Lewis said be had been a strenuous 
supporter of tho Bill, but it was a question, 
under existing circumstance?, whether the 
people can stand another tax. 

Mr Gowen pointed out that the Treasury 
had been receiving good round sums ol money 
on nc ount of the ,!.,' per cent. City Tax, and 
on application to the Government, tbero might 
bo some funda at the disposal of tho City. 
Alter some further discussion, tho question 
■was postponed until next meeting. 

A committee of four, consisting of Messrs 
Lewis, Hebbard, Gowen and Layzell, was 
appointed to wait upon the Admiuisnator of 
tho Government, to confer with him on 
the subject of tho city funds, tho Clerk be- 
ing directed to ascertain what hour would be 
most convenient to receive the deputation. 

Council adjourned till Monday next. 

Coast Exploration. 

On the arrival of tho stmr Mumford from 
the North, in August last, we learnt that Capt 
Butler, in cbargo of the Coast Exploration 
of the Western Union Telegraph Co., was 
packing provisions and material from the 
head of navigation on the Skeena Rivor to 
Fort Stager, tho point where Mr Conway 
was expected to arrive with tho line. We 
now learn from tho Captain that the line met 
Fort Stager early in September, and ho and 
Mr Conway having come down llio river, 
took Indians and went up tho Naas River to 
explore. They found tho Indians in astute 
of whisky on this river as also in Portland 
Sound. They are very jealous of either white 
men or strange Coast Indians making their 
appearanco among them, foaring inlerfeienco 
in their trade with Indians from the interior 
Mr Conway having ruturued to Fort Simp- 
son, Capt. Butler proceeded with bis men to 
Stekiu, and established depots at tho mouth ol 
tho river and at Sbakesville. Tho Indians, 
both at tho ranch and up river, are well sup- 
plied with whisky. The Coast Indiaua take 
liquor up and trade for furs. On tho Taco 
the natives were also in a state of whisky 
and shooting each other. 

Tho party did not explore north ol Stekin, 
tho season being too far advanced, and the 
8D0W in the mountain passes tuo soft. There 
wero two feet of snow on tho banks of the 
river about tho Big Glaoier. Mr Elwyn re- 
mains in tho Stekin district with -0 men and 
plonty of provisions to conduct the winter 
explorations. There is a large quantity ol 
material at the Highfield depot ready for tho 
opening of tho next season's campaign. Tho 
men, with one exception, returned in good 
health, although llio season wus very wet. 
The Mumford proved heraell a good and 
efficient sea boat. 

THE STEHIN MINKS. 

Tho handful of miners, 7 ill number, on 
Stekin River, wore doing well, but they had 
no moans of obtaining provisions except from 
the Otter or from Fort Simpson, and they 
lost the best part of tho ahort season in ob- 
taining grub. Thoy speak well of the dig- 
gings, un J were getting out gold i/i paying 
quantities at the North Fork. Their names 
are Hoaglan, Collins., Shall and lour olheis. 
Buck Oboquette is trading for the U. B. Co. 

GovEiixoit S&ymoor. — The telegraph in- 
forms us that H. M. S. Scout sailed from San 
Francisco on Sunday for Victoria ; but wo 
are not apprised, of the arrival them of the 
Panama steamer. If tho Governor loft South- 
ampton on the 17th of September, ho was duo 
at San Francisco un Wednesday last, Uoi 
'ortunatoly, the length of time that the 
wires have boon down has thrown us several 
days bihind, und owing to an accumulation 
of private despatches, tho news despatches 
wero not flout across the wires until late in 
the evening. If tho Governor was in Sao 
Francisco on tho day the Seoul sailed, it is 
highly probable ho has taken passogo in hor 
for this port. 

Mammoth Puis. — Tho Sir .Jamus Doug- 
las brought down eeveral mammoth pigs 
yesterday from Coinox ; they aro said to bo 
among the largest yet laised in this Colony.

Tim Cut'™ Case.— William King was 
charged ypterday in tho Polieo Court with 
malioiouff cutting and wounding David 
Ross, ofe''" 061, on board tho steamer Diana. 
Mr Bi'iop appeared for the acou30tl: Sov- 
era ] .'ituosscs were examined, and it ap- 
posed from tho evidence that tho accused 
P-mo in a state of intoxication to tho Albion 
Saloon, Waddington alley, and after remain- 
ing there fjr a short tinio, went outsido with 
u man named Dublin nnd broke a window. 
Ho waa romonstrated with and promised to 
pay for it. Ross went out and told Dublin 
it was vory mean oondtict, and tho accused, 
exclaiming that ho broke tho window and 
would nay for it, aimed abkw with a kuifo 
at Ross, cutting through his clothes and in- 
flictiug a Deali wound in tho loft side. Ross 
rushed at King nnd while trying to tako the 
knife away, was cut in tho hand. According 
to Fitzpatrick's (alias Dublin's) evidence, 
King was set upon by several persons and 
severely handled. This wus denied by Mr 
Steele, who said that he was the ouly person 
who laid hands on King besides Robs, and 
ho only struck him when ho saw him about 
to use tho knife asocor.d time. Cupt Potior 
stated that the accused had beeu four months 
under his command in tho telegraph service, 
and had conducted himself with every pro- 
priety. Mr Bishop called witnesses to show 
that King, after the oflray, was attacked by 
Ross and knocked down. Mr Pembcrton.
